Perfons  of 
fortune  and  diftinction  when  deftitute  of 
learning  and  talte,  are  found  frequently 
to  difgrace  themielves  by  grofs  fenftiali- 
ty,  or  ehildilli  ignorance. — Learning  con- 
fers dignity  on  rank  and  fortune,  and  en- 
ables the  pofTelTors  of  them  to  enjoy  them 
with  propriety, elegajice  and  advantage, 
both  to  themfelvesand  the  public. — Lear- 
ning is  perfective  of  human  nature  in  ge- 
neral, independentof profeffional  purfuits. 
— It  introduces  us  to  grand,  worthy,  and 
i'ublime  objects — By  making  unacquain- 
ted with  the  works  of  nature,  and  that 
fublinie  harmony  and  order  which  reigns 
there,  it  leads  our  minds  to  the  contem- 
plation of  Nature's  God,  infpires  us  with 
a  love  of  order,  jultice  and  religion,  dif- 
cloies  the  true  nature  and  relations  of 
men  and  things,  and  preicribes  a  deport- 
ment luitable  to  thefe — and  thus  it  ferves 
to  improve  and  adorn  every  rank  and  con- 
dition of  life — It  dignifies  wealth,  and  is 
more  than  wealth  to  the  poor.  It  di- 
rects the  magistrate,  infpires  the  legiflator 
with  public  fpirit,  and  unfolds  to  all  men 
the  value  of  liberty,  and  the  neceflity  of 
jultice,  benevolence,  order  and  good  go- 
vernment. You  ought  therefore  to  be 
firmly  purfuaded  that  your  application  to 
learning  is  highly  honorable  and  ufeful  to 
you,  to  whatever  rank  of  life  you  are  de-

of  your  faculties,  and  fources  of  pure  and

James  Moorf, 
Principal  of  the  Transylvania  Univer- 
sity, to  the  Students  of  the  same,  at  tbt 
opening  of  tbe  Summer  Session,  May 
$tb,  1800. 
Publilhed  at  the  requeft  of  the  Students. 

Tcung  Gentlemen, 

YOU  have  returned  to  the  Univerfity 
after  a  fhort  vacation,  in  order  to  relume 
your  Itudies — It  is  with  pleafure  that 
we  meet  with  you,  not  doubting  but  your 
dilligence  and  perfeverance  in  the  pur- 
fuit  of  learning  will  fully  anfwer  the  ex- 
pectations of  your  friends,  and  the  wifhes 
of  your  teachers — Tofecure  fuccefs,  how- 
ever, feveral  conditions  are  necelTary, 
which  we  lhall  briefly  fuggeft  to  you,  that 
you  may  profecute  your  itudies  with  as 
much  pleafure  and  profit  as  polhble — The 
fi rit,  and  not  the  leaft  important  of  thefe 
is,  an  eager  curiofity,  or  ardent  delire  of 
knowledge. 

In  youth,  when  the  faculties  are  fresh 
and  newly  excited  thh  is  likely  to  be  felt 
in  the  higheft  degree ;  and  if  it  is  kept 
up,  and  properly  directed,  the  acquifition 
of  knowledge  becomes  the  gratification  of 
a  paflion,  and  confequently  proceeds  eafi- 
lyand  without  painful  ferk'ations  ;  but  if 
this  is  wanting,  or  detective  in  vigour,  the 
teacher  labors  in  vain,  and  the  pupil  en- 
dures all  the  pain  of  purfuing  knowledge, 
without  pleafure  and  with  little  profit. — 
We  rarely  meet  with  a  youth  who  does 
not  poflefs  original  powers  of  mind,  which 
if  properly  cultivated  and  employed, 
(Bight  comprehend  the  various  branches 
of  fcience,  fo  perfective  of  the  human 
character,  &  fo  ameliorating  of  tbe  condi- 
tion of  man.  And  that  young  mans  mind 
muil  be  very  inactive,  we  Ihould  fuppofe, 
who  feels  no  curiofity  to  explore  thofe 
regions  of  fcience,  which  lie  fo  clearly 
within  his  reach. 

A  itrong  CO  wicYion  of  the  dignity  and 
ufefulnefs  of  learning  in  general,  is  like-  | 
wife  ofgreat  importance  to  youth.    T  his 


dice  which  prevails  in  favor  of  a  partial, 
in  preference  to  a  liberal  education,  is  but 
too  well  known  ;  &  on  this  principle  we

— To  this  tell 
we  lhall  always  appeal;  and  we  invite 
you  to  propofe  vonr  doubts  and  difficul- 
ties On  any  fubject,  to  which  we  may 
call  your  attention.  Profeffing  ourfelves 
to  be  fincere  enquirers  after  truth,  as  well 
as  engaged  i:i  the  communication  of  it 
to  you,  we  recommend  to  you  the  fame 
fincer;  and  impartial  inquiry  ;  and  we 
promifc  to  render  you  every  afiiitance  in 
our  power. — Be  not  afraid  to  hefitate 
with  refpect  to  old  opinions,  provided  you 
fee  fufficient  reafon  for  fo  doing — we 
lhall  ourfelves  be  obliged  in  fome  of  the 
higher  departments  of  fcience  to  differ 
from  men  of  very  celebrated  names — but 


in  fodoing  we  (hall  always  offer  fuch  rea-  ' 
fons  as  we  deem  entirely  fufficient — you 
mull  judge  for  yourlelves  how  far  a  per- ; 
ception  of  truth,  and  a  fincere  attach- 
ment to  it  feems  to  govern  us,  in  thofe  o- 
pinions. — Be  honelt  and  diligent  in  your! 
enquiries — never  be  fatisfied  with  fuper- ' 
ficial  views  of  abftract  fuujects,  nor  blind- 
ly  rely  on  the  word  of  your  teacher— we 
•equire  not  your  affent  to  any  doctrine 
vithout  the  conviction  of  vourown  minds 
—  I'he  '  ipfe  dixit,'  of  a  pi  eceptor  gover- 
ned the  opinions  of  the  world,  and  retar- 
ded the  progrefs  of  fcience  for  many 
centuries — we  difclaim  any  fuch  autho- 
rity, and  invite  you  to  the  molt  careful 
and  candid  examination  of  every  fubject 
which  can  admit  of  diverfity  of  opinion. 
If  you  are  fincere  enquirers  after  truth, 
you  will  follow  it  wherever  it  leads  you, 
and  you  will  with  equal  caution  embrace 
new  opinions  &  difcard  old  ones.  Liftcn 
always  to  the  voice  of  reafon  ;  and  be- 
ware of  letting  paflion,  prejudice,  or  the 
impertinent  fneer  of  folly  ufurp  her 
throne. ^The  folemnity  of  truth  rejects 
with  fcorn  the  opinions  which  have  no 
better  foundation— Be  therefore  honeft 
to  yourfelves  and  jult  to  the  caufe  of  fci- 
ence— Sufpect  the  man  who  would  have 
you  embrace  a  new  opinion  without  of-  | 
fering  fatisfactory  realons  for  it  ;  or  who 
would  induce  you  to  difcard  an  old  one 
by  the  buffoonery  of  redicule — This  has  j 
often  been  employed  by  the  pert  coxcomb,  ij 
and  fometimes  by  the  pretended  philofo-  ,1 
pher,  on  ignorant  young  men  with  great  I 
fuccefs  ;  but  you  will  always  defpife  fuch 
impertinence,  whether  you  meet  with  it 
in  books,  or  in  couverfation,  and  deem  it 
an  infult  offered  to  your  underltanding. 

Your  time  is  precious,  let  none  of  it  be 
wafted  on  trifles,  or  in  unneceflary  a- 
mufements — The  time  allowed  you  for 
e';ercife  by  our  laws  will  be  fufficient  for 
all  the  ufeful  purpofes  of  relaxation,  and 
we  (hall  not  expect  to  fee  you  at  any  other 
time  difeugagtd  from  your  Itudies,"  unlefs 
neceflarily  called  off.  Meet  with  us  al- 
ways at  the  appointed  hour,  acquire  a  ha- 
bit of  punctuality,  and  let  us  fee  that  you 
are  willing  to  join  your  own  efforts  with 
ours  for  advancing  your  education  and 
promoting  your  happtnwb.  With  ref- 
pect to  youropportunities  in  this  initiati- 
on it  becomes  us  to  fpeak  with  modefty — 
you  will  judge  of  the  abilities  and  faith- 
fulnefs  of  your  teachers,  when  your  ad- 
vancement in  fcience  (bail  have  rendered 
you  better  acquainted  with  them  and  more 
competent  to  eftimate  their  merits.  You 
have  accefs  to  a  library  which  furniflies 
you  with  manv  valuable  books,  fo  that  if 
you  have  ar,y  hours  of  leifure  from  your 
public  leffon?,  thev  may  be  very  well  em- 
ployed in  reading  hittory  and  improving 
your  tafte.  Our  philoibphical apparatus, 
tho'  far  from  being  complete,  is  fuch  as 
will  enable  your  profeflbrs  to  make  fuch 
experiments  as  will  illuitrate  molt  bran- 
ches o"  natural  philofophy — And  there  is 
no  doubt,  from  the  many  proofs,  which 
the  truftees  have  already  given  of  their 
fincere  and  difintereft^d  attachment  to 
the  caufe,  that  they  will  as  foon  as  they 
have  it  in  their  power,  furnifh  the  neccf- 
fary  additions — always  remember  howe- 
ver that  without  your  own  efforts,  and 
diligent  application  to  your  ftudies,  the 
heft  teachers,  and  the  belt  libraries  can 
be  of  no  fervice  to  you — All  that  your 
profeflbrs  can  do  is  to  give  you  the  beft 
inftruitions,  and  to  let  you  the  beft  ex- 
amples, the  reft  depends  on  yourfelves 
alone  :  if  you  are  not  learned,  virtuous 
and  happy  it  will  be  your  own  faults  :  it 
will  be  becaufe  you  would  not  attend  to 
our  infractions,  nor  be  governed  by  our 
advice  and  example.  But  if  you  are  not 
wanting  to  yourfelves — if  you  have  a  juft 
fenfe  of  the  dignity  and  importance  of 
learing,  and  will  purfue  it  with  the  ar- 
dour which  it  deferves — and  if  your  man- 
ners and  general  deportment  be  govern- 
ed by  the  f.icred  dictates  of  virtue  and  re- 
ligion, we  will  venture  to  fay  that  vou 
will  never  regret  your  having  been  here, 
nor  have  reafon  to  be  afhamed  to  ac- 
knowledge the  Tranfylvania  Univerfity 
as  your  Ar.MA  M \t  r.  In  full  confidence 
that  our  initructions  will  be  feconded  by 
your  own  beft  efforts  we  enter  with 
cheerful nefs  on  the  bufintfs  of  the  enfu- 
ingfeffinn — and  have  no  doubt  that  at 
the  clofe  of  it,  your  examination  will 
fliow  that  you  have  not  been  idle,  nor 
your  teachers  unfaithful  to  their  truft. 

Now  we  recommend  vou  to  the  blefling 
of  God,  which  can  make  you  wife  unto 
eternal  falvation.

Dear  Sir, 

In  the  treaty  of  Friendfliip,  Limits  and 
Navigation,  between  the  United  Statc-s 
and  his  Catholic  Majeftty,  and  22d  arti- 
cle of  that  treaty,  there  is  a  provifion 
highly  important  to  the  ftate  of  Kentuc- 
ky, and  the  Weltern  country  in  general. 
This  article  embraces  two  provilions.  to 
wit;  lit.  that  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  fliall  have  a  port  of  depoiit  in  New- 
Orleans  for  their  merchandize  and  effects, 
until  the  25th  of  October,  1798. — zdry. 
If  his  Catholic  Majelty  fliould  th'-nk  pro- 
per  to  difcontinue  New-Orlean  .  as  the 
port  of  depofit.,  he  would  grant  a  plate 
on  the  bank  of  the  Midifllppi  equivalent 
thereto.  I  thought  it  queftionable  whe- 
ther New-Orleans  was  now  the  port  of  de- 
pofit or  not  ;  I  therefore  wrote  to  the 
Prefident  on  the  fubject,  and  I  herein  fend 
you  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  him,  and  his 
anfwer  through  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
me  ;  both  of  .vhich  I  requelt  yot/and  ti  e 
printers  in  Kentucky  to  publifli  for  the  % 
information  of  thofe  who  may  intend  to 
trade  to  New-Orleans. 

You  alfo  have  herein  enclofed  a  copy 
of  my  letter  to  the  Spanifli  miniib.  r  at 
this  place  on  the  fame  fubject,  and  his 
anfwer  to  me.  I  fliould  be  obliged  to 
you  to  publifli  them  all,  and  as  it  is  a  nut- 
ter of  general  concern  to  our  country,  I 
wifli  you  to  requeft  the  printers  to  pub- 
lifti  them.

leans is  rt ill  the  port  of  depofit,  or  is  an- 
other place  alfigned  by  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jelty for  that  purpofe.

In  anfwer  to  your  letter  of  this  date  to 
the  Prelident,  I  am  directed  to  exprels  to 
you  his  opinion,  that  by  the  22d  article 
of  the  treatv  with  Spain  to  which  you  re- 
fer, his  Catholic  Majeftv  is  bound  to  con- 
tinue New-Orleans  as  the  place  of  depo- 
fit for  the  merchandize  and  effects  of  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  until  he 
gives  notice  to  the  contrary.  It  has  in 
fact  been  fo  continued  one  year  and  five 
months  beyond  the  three  years  mention- 
ed in  the  article.  It  is  moreover  conlid- 
ered  ajuft  conftru<°.ion  of  the  engagement 
of  his  Catholic  Majelty,  that  whenever 
he  fliall  give  fuch  notice,  the  "  equivalent 
eftabliQiment"  muft  be  aflipmed,  and  the 
new  pofition,  to  be  w  equivalent,"  muft 
either  contain  the  requilite  buildings  for 
the  reception  of  merchandize  and  ftore- 
keepers,  or  New-Orleans  muft  be  contin- 
ued the  place  of  depoiit  a  reafonaMe  time, 
during  which  fuch  buildings  may  be  erec- 
ted. No  notice  of  difcontnuance,  or  the 
aflignment  of  a  new  pofition,  has  been  gi- 
ven.

Queen's  county  in  Ireland  has  petition- 
ed a°-ainU  an  Union,  and  12  perfons, bur- 
geflTes  of  Belfaft,  have  petitioned  in  favor 
of  an  Union.

In  confequence  of  violence  ofFered  to 
the  members  of  Parliament  who  are  in 
favor  of  the  Union,  a  troop  of  horfe  has 
been  Rationed  in  the  Circus  by  the  Parli- 
ament houfe,  and  a  party  of  cavalry  has 
alfo  been  Rationed  in  Sackville-ftreet. 
The  Anti-Union  members  it  is  thought 
will  make  this  matter  the  fujeft  of  a  mo- 
tion. 

No  theatre  was  ever  more  crouded  than 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  laft  night.  The 
Houfe  rofe  about  one  o'clock  this  day 
The  avenues  were  filled  by  the  populace. 
Mr.  Martins  coach  was  broken  to  pieces 
by  them  and  he  narrowly  efcaped-  O 
ther  Union  members  were  aflailed.  A 
military  body  was  called  forth,  and 
Major  Swan  difcharged  a  piftol  among 
the  people,  bnt  was  afterwards  obliged 
to  flee. 

Varney  Darby,  Efq.  and  major  Ro- 
gers are  ordered  to  the  bar  of  the  Com- 
mons to  anfwer  for  an  interference  with 
the  military  force  to  prevent  the  people 
of  Bir  from  holding  a  meeting  to  confider 
of  the  Union.

PHILADELPHIA,  April  it. 

Circuit  Court  of  tbe  United  States. 

On  Saturday  laft  Thon  as  Cooper,  who 
was  indicted  for  a  Libel  againlt  the  Pre- 
fident of  the  United  States,  was  tried  in 
this  Court  and  found  guilty. 

The  indiclment  was  founded  on  a  pub- 
lication figned  by  Mr.  Cooper,  whkh  ap- 
peared in  Hand-bills,  printed  in  North- 
umberland County,  in  this  State.  The 
libellous  pallages  mentioned,  were,  in  ef- 
fect, 

lft.  That  the  Prefident  did  not  poffefs 
fufficient  capacity  to  fulfil  the  duties  of 
his  office. 

2d.  That  he  had  created  a  permanent 
Navy.  . 

3d.  That  a  Standing  Army  had  been 
created  under  his  immediate  aufpices  ; 
and, 

4th,  That  he  had  interfered  in  the  Ju- 
diciary of  the  United  States,  and  caufed 
Jonathan  Robbins  to  be  delivered  over, 
for  execution,  to  an  unrelenting  Military 
Tribunal. 

Mr.  Rawle  opened  the  cafe  by  animad- 
verting on  the  above  felecled  palfages,  and 
called  Mr.  Buyers  a  Jullice  of  the  Peace 
of  the  county,  to  prove  Mr.  Cooper  the 
Author;  who  faid,  that  Mr.  C.  had  cal- 
led at  his  houfe  with  the  paper  faid  that 
was  bis  name,  (pointing  loitin  the  paper) 
and  that  he  was  the  Author  of  the  piece. 

The  Indictment  having  been  founded 
Jii  the  law  commonly  called  the  Sedition 
ACt,  nothing  now  remained  but  for  Mr. 
Jooper  to  give  the  Truth  in  evidence, 
.laving  failed  in  his  attempt  to  procure 
official  documents  of  the  President's  An- 
fwers  to  the  numerous  Addrefles  from 
•he  Citizensof  the  United  States,  Mr. 
Cooper  proceeded  to  read,  from  a  book 
containing  them,  certain  pallages  in  fub- 
itantiation  of  the  Truth  of  the  charges 
alledged  againft  him  :  but  this  was  de- 
clared by  the  Court,  not  to  be  legal  evi- 
dence, Mr.  C.  however  read  numerous 
paflages,  and  continued  his  defence  until 
exhaufted  and  unable  to  proceed.  The  in- 
dulgence of  the  court  was  heremanifefted 
by  Judge  Chase,  who  declared  he  Would 
patiently  wait  until  he  was  able  to  relume 
his  defence. 

Witneffes  were  next  called  by  Mr. 
Cooper  to  prove  his  character,  good  opi- 
nion of  the  Prelident,  £xc.  by  which  he 
died  tofhew,  it  was  not  his  defign  to 
bring  him  into  contempt ;  but  the  Court 
•ouid  not  allow  them  to  be  examined; 
a*  his  private  opinion  could  not  be  admit- 
ted in  mitigation  of  the  offences  with 
which  he  was  charged. 

Having  failed  in  every  attempt  to  pro- 
re  evidence  on  which  to  ground  a  de- 
fence, Mr.  C.  concluded,  and  Mr.  Rawle 
addrelfed  the  Jury  in  reply.  Judge  Chafe 
then  fummed  up  the  evidence  ;  and  the 
Jurv  in  a  few  minutes  returned  their 
verdict,  GUILTY. 

We  underftand  that  the  Court  have 
appointed  next  Wed.itfday  to  hear  any 
thing  Mr.  Cooper  may  have  to  offer  in 
extenuation  ;  after  which  the  Court  will 
pafs  Judgement.

Thomas  Cooper,  wascalled  up  before 
theCircuit  Court  yeller  Jay  morning,  to 
receive  their  fentence — which  was,  that 
he  be  imprifoned  for  the  term  of  fix 
months,  pay  a  fine  of  four  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  (land  commute!  till  paid.  Al- 
fo, that  he  give  fecurity,  himfelf  in  1000 
dollars,  and  two  fureties  in  500  each,  for 
his  good  behaviour  for  12  months.

BY  LAST  EVENING's  MAIL- 
LONDON,  March  3. 

One  of  our  cutters  on  the  Yarmouth  na- 
tion on  Monday  laft  looked  into  the  Elbe, 
but  could  not  approach  the  coaft,  the  na- 
vigation being  wholly  interupted  by  the 
ice. 

We  have  received  the  Paris  papers  to 
the  25th  ultimo  inclufive.  The  accounts 
they  bring  of  the  deltination  of  the  Ruffi- 
an army  are  very  contradictory  ;  the 
Vienna'Court  Gazette  of  the  8th  fays, 
however,  that  nothing  pofitive  was  then 
known  of  the  deltination  of  tliefe  auxilia 
ries  whicii  teens  to  prove  that  the  late 
report  of  the  Ruffian 4  marching  again  to 
the  Rhine  was  unfounded. 

The  emperor  of  Germany  has  at  laft 
acknowledged  the  rights  of  the  king  of 
Sardinia.  Letters  from  Genoa  menti- 
on, not  only  the  admiffion  of  his  officers 
to  the  civil  government  of  Piedmont,  but 
the  troops  of  that  State  now  occupy  Tor- 
tona,  Aleffandria,  and  the  other  fortreffes. 

The  Confuls  were  inftalled  in  their 
new  refidence  at  the  thuilleries,  on  the 
19th,  with  great  pomp.  On  the  21ft 
Buonaparte  received  all  the  foreign  am- 
baffadorsandafterwards  entertained  them 
at  dinner. 

The  chief  Conful  continues  to  make  it 
the  great  object  of  his  policy  to  concili- 
ate men  of  all  opinions,  and  to  baniih  all 
diftinctions  of  party.  Aimoft  all  the  vic- 
tims of  the  18th  Fructidor,  who  were  re- 
called have  been  reftored  to  the  full  right 
of  citizens.  Even  Camiile  Jordan,  who 
was  generally  confidered  as  a  royalift,  is 
permitted  to  return  to  France  and  is  to 
be  placed  under  the  fuperintendence  of 
the  police  at  Grenoble. 

The  French  papers  affect  to  doubt  the 
truth  of  the  report  that  the  elector  of  Ba- 
varia was  to  hire  out  troops  to  this  coun- 
try ;  but  minifters  doubtlefs  are  better 
acquainted  with  his  intentions. 

There  is  no  material  intelligence  from 
either  of  the  theatres  of  war,  except  that 
the  army  of  the  Archduke  Charles  has 
been  fet  in  motion,  and  is  on  its  march 
towards  the  Rhine.  The  campaign  in 
that  quarter  may  be  fliortly  expected  to 
commence,  The  only  article  from  Italy 
worthy  of  notice  is  that  the  Auftrian's 
have  began  to  wichdraw  themfelvcs  from 
the  Genocfe  territory,  in  confequence  of 
the  fcarcity  of  proviii  >ns  in  tha:  quarter.

BLOCKADE  OF  GIBRALTER. 

His  Catholic  Mijefty,  defirous  of  leffen- 
ing  as  far  as  poffible.  the  injuries  rufult- 
ing  to  the  nation  by  the  Uiameful  trade 
carried  on  by  many  of  his  lubjects  with 
the  garrifon' of  Gibraltar,  by  means  of 
neutral  veffels,  and  availing  himfelf 
of  the  right  of  making  reprifals  on  the  ,
